A now timing chain should be 
in.spected and adjusted after the 
first 700 miles of service on any 
car where automatic take-up is 
not provided.

MAKE USE OF THE PARK 

T he city park, from its inception, was 
intended a.s a community center. It was 
to lie a place for rest, recreation and out¬ 
door entertainment. The original plan for 
the park made provision in the planting 
scheme for outdoor entertainments. The 
old bandstand, erected during the period of 
wartime enthusiasm when Sierra Madre had 
a band, was moved to the appointed spot, 
to serve until the city could afford some¬ 
thing better. 

Years have intervened. The planting 
scheme has been carried out to the point 
where the south lawn area is now well 
established. This was the place originally 
intended for outdoor entertainments. The 
little old bandstand is still there, l)ut Sierra 
Madre has outgrown it. It is not in keep¬ 
ing with the surroundings, and it is utterly 
inadequate for the kind of entertainments 
Sierra Madre can stage if the setting is 
available. 

In the News window is an architect’s 
sketch of a proposed classical stage for the 
park. It is a thing of beauty, which would 
be a benefit to the surrounding property, as 
well as of use to the community. It is given 
space in the News office, not because the 
News is wedded to the particular design, 
but to help focus attention on the need it 
is intended to meet. 

How can we improve Sierra Madre? The 
question is often asked. The answer fs: 
Make it a better place to live in, to enjoy 
life. More and better public entertainment 
would be one of the most important factors. 
The more our own people participate, the 
Ijetter. A park stage would be valuable in 
providing entertainment during the summer 
season when othei- public entertainment is 
scarce. It would be of tremendous value 
for community betteiTnent. 

Now is the time for all elements interest¬ 
ed in pai-k development and in community 
entertainment to get together on the pres¬ 
ent or some other stage design and put it 
over in a big way.
